RHEIMS, July 4.—Daring the storm 
in his Antoinette monoplane cost 
Charles Wachter his life at the open- 
ing of aviation Week here.

Mr. Fuller was led by ‘Senators Ed- 
munds, Evarts and Stewart. Senators 
;Cullom and Farwell defended him. The 
reports that he had been a “‘copperhead”’ 
during the Civil War and that he did 
not possess the requisite ability as 
a lawyer were gone over. 

Finally by a vote of 41 to 20 his nom- 
ination was confirmed. 

Since that day the entire court, as it 
then existed, has passed away with the 
single exception of Justice Harlan. Of 
those prominent in the fight over his 
confirmation only Senator Cullom re- 
mains, and President Cleveland, who 
thus honored the Illinois lawyer, has 
likewise gone to his grave. 

Always Maintained Dignity. 

Throughout his service Chief Justice 
Fuller was noted for the dignity with 
which he filled the position. He pre- 
served that manner, whether on the 
bench or off of it. Although small of 
stature, not more than 6 feet 7 inches, 
his wealth of silvery hair and classic 
features made him a commanding figure 
wherever he appeared. 

Probably Mark Twain resembled the 
Chief Justice in physical appearance 
more than any other :nan of prominence 
in recent years. Frequently the hymor- 
ist was mistaken for the jurist. One day 
® young woman accosted Mark Twain 
on the street, and, with an apology 
that she had never seen the Chief 
Justiae before, asked ror his autograph. 
The guthor wrote: 

“It is delicious to be full, 
But it is heavenly to be Fuller. 
I am cordially yours, 
“MELVILLE FULLER.” 

The late Chief Justice, as far as is 
known, never expressed his opinion of 
what he thought of Twain for playing 
this little joke on him. 

Poetical Thought in Opinions. 

Chief Justice Fuller reflected to a 
great extent his research into literature 
by the style of his opinions and ad- 
dresses. In the earlier days after go- 
ing on the bench he wroteysome poetry 
and now and then lapsed nto poetical! 
touches in his opinions from the bench. 
One of the best illustrations of this 
was the opinion he handed down in the 
case of Hammond vs. Hopkins. He con- 
cluded his opinion by saying: 

‘In all cases where actual fraud is 
not made out, but the imputation rests 
on conjecture, where the seal of death 
has closed the lips of those whose char- 
acter is involved and lapse of time has 
impaired the recollection of transac- 
tions and obscured their details, the 
welfare of society demands the rigid en- 
forcement of the rule of diligence The 
hour glass must supply the ravages of 
the scythe and those who have slept on 
their rights must be remitted to the 


have been aroused.”’ 

His death‘ today recalls his own words 
on such events expressed at the cen- 
tenary of the court 20 years ago. 

“Judges will be appointed,” said he, 
“and will pass. One generation rapidly 
succeeds another. But, whoever comes 
and whoever goes, the court remains, 
keeping alive through many centuries 
we shall not see, the light that burns 
with a constant radiance on the high 
altar of American constitutional justice.” 

Gave Many Famous Decisions. 

Chief Justice Fuller leaves an indeli- 
ble stamp on the laws of the country. 
Among his most famous opinions are 
the following: 

The income tax decisions, in which the 
law was held to be unconstitutional. 

The Danbury hat case, in which labor 
tr‘ons were held to be amenable to the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 

The Western Union Telegraph Co. vs. 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in 
which the State was denied the right to 
tax telegraph messages, except when 
intra-state. 

The Bank of Washington VS. 
Hume, in which the insurable interest 
of the wife and children in the life of 
the husband and father was recognized 
as distinguished from the claim of 
creditors. 

Inman vs. South Carolina Co., in 
which the railroad was denied the pow- 
er to exempt itself from Hability for 
its negligence in the shipment of goods. 

Moore vs. Crawford, in which married 
women were made to bear liabilities, 
such as those growing out of the fraud- 
ulent sale of land as well as the legal 
rights. 

Leisey vs. Haddin, in which the State 
was denied rights over original pack- 
ages of liquor in interstate commerce 
an opinion which led to the passage of 
Poet ronan so a Wilson liquor law.

In former 
years dynamite caps and oter 
high explosives were put on the 
rails. In a few instances cars 
were blown off of the tracks. The 
terrific noise racked the nerves of 
passengers and operating crews. 
Conductors and motormen said 
the sweepers worked admirably. 
Now and then they would fail to 
brush all of the explosives from 
the rails, but they practically elim- 
inated the nuisance. Children and 
others who put the explosives on 
the tracks, only to have them 
brushed off by the sweepers, soon 
got tired and sought other means 
of celebrating.

He was treated at 
the Central Dispensary. His injury 
is not serious. 

STEPHEN PFEIFER, 10 years 
old, of 1311 Market street, was 
burned on the left hand by the ex- 
plosion of a cannon cracker. His 
burns were dressed at the Central 
Dispensary and are not considered 
serious. 

I.LONARD MICK, 19 years oid, 
of 295 Destréhan street, badly pow- 
der burned on the left side of the 
face by a friend whose name he Fe- 
fused to give to the police. The 
young man, Mick said, was firing 
blanks and when he thought his re- 
volver was empty pointed it as Mick 
and pulled the trigger. Mick was 
treated at the North End Dispen- 
sary. 

That the movement for a “safe and 
sane” Fourth of July has succeeded was 
indicated Monday by the lack of noise 
- fm all parts of the city, and by the 
elmost entire absence of serious in- 
juries to children, which in past years 
have run irito hundreds of cases. 

Reports by telephone to the Post-Dis- 
patch from various parts of the city 
were that the morning passed almost as 
quietly as any other, and that there 
Was little early noise to keep people 
‘from enjoying their customary amount 
of sleep. 

Physicians waited at the aity dis- 
pensary, prepared to handle the usual 
pumber of injuries, but found little to 
distinguish the day from any other. The 
Same experience came to physicians in 
residence neighbérl«ods who have in 
years past been accustomed to handling 
many cases of serious and painful in- 
juries. Up to the noon hour less than 
a half dozen cases were reported. 

Policemen were on a W-hour shift, in- 
stead of the usual one of eight hours, 
and, while several arrests were made. 
the patrolmen contented themselves in a 
great majority of cases with giving 
‘ Warnings. 

Andrew Risler, 12 years old, 1512 Lafay 
ette avenue, was discharging firecrack- 
ers at 8:30 a. m. with a crowd of boys 
near his home. The fuse of a cannon 
cracker which he ignited seemed ty 
smolder and go out. Andrew bent ove: 
it to make an examination, and ihe 
carcker exploded. Dr. Walter H Mew- 
ett, resident physician at the City Hos- 
Mital, sald the boy would probably iose 
the sight of one eye. 

Frank Walsh, 14 years old, of 219 
St. Louis avenue, was burned on the 
hand with a blank cartridge at 8:45 
& m The powder scorched the fore- 
finger and thumb of his right hana. 
He was treated at the North End Dis- 
pensary and sent home, as the 
wound did not seem serious,

ONE DEAD, 194 INJURED IN 
LAST YEAR'S CELEBRATIONS 


The Fourth of July, falling on Sun- 
day last year, was officially celebrated 
in St. Louis on the next day, but. the 
practical result was a two-days’ cele- 
bration in which the toll was one death 
and 194 injuries, Of the injuries, 117 
were inflicted on Monday and 77 on 
Sunday. 

Neljie Sullivan of 2706 Howard street 
was burned to death Sunday night 
when her dress took fire from a “nig- 
gerchaser” thrown on the sidewalk by 
a playmate. Another serious injury 
was that of a boy shot In the head by a 
bullet from a supposed blank cartridge. 
Anti-tetanus serum was generally used 
and prevented a fatal result in many 
cases of injury by blank cartridges: of 
the injuries reported in the two days, 
108 were from “blanks,” 12 from bul- 
lets, 832 from powder and 18 from cannon 
crackers, St. Louisans spent $100,000 
for fireworks. .

FOLKS FRIENDS 
CHARGE FRANC 


the Senatorial and Presj- 
dential Nominations. 


Supporters of Joseph W. -Folk for 
President in 1912 stated Monday that 
they discerned in a story printed in the 
morning newspaper organ of David R. 


Francis an effort on his part to cir- 
cumvent the indorsement of Folk by 
the Democratic State Convention in 
September. bes 

They declared that the efforts of 
Francis to prevent the indorsement of 
Folk indicate clearly that Francis is 
running both for the Senatorial and 
Presidential nominations. Francis de- 
clared in his Plattsburg speech that he 
was a@ candidate for the senatorship 
only, but he did not say that he would 
not later be a candidate for President. 

Since Francis refused to attend the 
Folk-for-President dinner many of 
Folk’s supporters have declared their in- 
tention of voting for James A. Reed of 
Kansas City for Senator. 

The Missouri Democratic League, of 
which Lon Sanders is chairman; is 
making an active campaign in behalf of 
Folk. It is proposed to ask the con- 
vention of candidates which meets in 
Jefferson City in September to indorse 
Folk for President. Letters have been 
sent to Folk’s friends throughout the 
State, requesting them to be on the 
lookout for his political interests. 

Eugene H. Angert, a member of the 
Young Men's Democratic Club of St. 
Louis, is quoted for a column in the 
Francis organ in an effort to show 
that the State convention has no legal 
authority to indorse a presidential can- 
didate. Angert was opposed to Folk for 
Senator in 1908. 

Folk’s friends declare that the conven- 
tion can do anything it pleases, and that 
while there is no provision in the law 
that it shall indorse candidates, there 
is none preventing such action. 

It never has been contended by Folk’s 
friends that the indorsement of the con- 
vention would be binding on the party. 
But they declared that an indorsement 





| would be a semi-official expression of 
the representatives of the party.

IN GRAFTON JAIL 


Two Other Prisoners Spend 
Fourth With: Man Who 
Won’t Pay Poll Tax. 


Companionship and the prospect of six 
months more in jail are all that Mayor 
W. H. Journey on this one hundred and 
thirty-fourth anniversary of independ- 
ence can promise to J. J. Keon, @ So- 
cialist, who is serving half a year’s im- 
prisonment in the “coop” at Grafton, 
I. 


. No fur! visit friends, no delica- 
cies of any Oe. and, worst of all, no 


bulletins from the great fight at Reno, 
will be permitted to Keon. A petition 
asking Keon’s temporary release to cel- 
ebrate the birth of liberty was pre- 
pared by Isaac H. Miller, veteran of the 
Civil War, but was not presented to 
Mayor Journey when that official let it 
be known that he would give the So- 
ecialistic prisoner no privileges. 

The companionship which Keon will 
enjoy was not the result of anyone else’s 
deliberation. The likelihood of addition- 
al confinement for six months was the 
joint product of Keon himself and the 
officials of Jersey County. 

Candidate in a Fight. 

Charlies Bentsey, a candidate for 
Mayor Journey’s job last spring, fought 
on the streets of Grafton Sunday after- 
noon. with Paul Ontis. Both were ar- 
rested and, because of the observance 
of the Fourth of July, no court was 
convened. They will have to remain 
with Keon until Tuesday forenoon. 

When Keon refused to pay a fine of 
$8 and $44 as costs assessed against him 
by the Circuit Court of Jersey County, 
for failure to liquidate his poll tax, he 
was sentenced to jail for six months. 

That tax was for the year 198% Now 
the poll tax for 1909 has fallen due and 
Keon has not paid it. Another fine and 
anew set of costs have been levied 
against Keon. The total is $2 For that 
amount Sheriff H. H. Schnell of Jersey

ROME, July 4—James P, Stuart of 
St. Louis, who was sent by the American 
Board of Baptist Missions to Italy to 
investigate the Baptist missions in this 
country, and who, with a number of 
other church workers, was attacked by 
a mob at Avellino at the time of the 
earthquake early in June, has sent a 
message from that district to the ef- 
fect that the pnotection promised by the 
Italian Government has not been forth- 
coming.

GANGES AT THE 


Board Will Segregate 
Sane From Insane. 


WILL DISCHARGE TWO 


Attendants Who Fought Are 
to Be Turned Out, He 
Avers, After Investigation. 


Vice-Chairman Benjamin F.. Gray Jr., 
after spending all Sunday afternoon in- 
vestigating conditions at the City Hos- 
pital, in the company of Dr. W. John 
Harris of the Hospital Board, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Monday that he 
would take steps for the separation of 
sane and insane patients at the institu- 
tion, and to obtain the discharge of 
Steward James Thomas and Claude 


Chappel, keeper of the hospital morgue, 
who fought Sunday. 

Gray and Dr. Harris made inquiries 
into three recent cases in the hospital 
observation ward; two of which ended 


fatally. The first was that of William 


J. O’Brien, who was held among mani- 
acs for 72 hours, one-third of which 
time he was detainea illegally, as bond 
for his release was presented at the 
hospital. 

The second was that of Charles 
Mitchell, who died of a fractured skull 
in the insane ward, after his affliction 
had been erroneously diagnosed as: “a 
scalp wound and alcoholism.” The third 
was the case of Michael Magee, whose 
body was sent to the dissecting table 
without any effort to find his ‘relatives. 

“It was unfortunate that either of 
these men had to be sent to the observa- 
tion ward,” said Gray. Sane and insane 
patients shoulr be segregated. But that 
is not the fault of thé hospital authort- 
ties, but of the city. There is no place 
to keep police prisoners except in the 
observation ward. “f 


Contemplates No Shake-Up, 
“In order te remedy this situation, I 


shall ask the Hospital Board to pecom- 
mend to the Municipal Assembly that 
new quarters be provided for sane pa- 
tients who have to be confined. 

“IT regard the O’Brien case as more 
unfortunate than those of Mitchell and 
Magee, although we have by no means 
completed our investigation into the lat- 
ter two cases. 

“Conditions at the City Hospital are 
not running smoothly yet, but you must 
remember that we are trying something 
new. You can’t put a new locomotive 
out on the track and run it perfectly 
right away. It has to be adjusted and 
oiled. At present, speaking personally, 
I do not think any shake-up is imimnent 
at the hospital. 

“Of course, we can tolerate nothing 
ike the fight between Thomas and 
Chappel, and I shall recommend that 
both be discharged.’”’ 

The fight occurred because Thomas 
excluded Chappel from the hospital din- 
ing room at noon Sunday. The Sunday 
dinners at the institution, being a shade 
superior to the weekday rations, are 
awaited with expectant appetites by 
the attendants. When Chappel arrived 
Thomas informed him he was too late, 
and could get nothing to eat. Chappel, 
according to witnesses, persuaded a 
waitress to slip a diner out to him, but 
Thomas intervened. 

The battle followed at the top of a 
staircase. Chappel adorned each of 
the steward’s eyes with a smudge of 
discoloration, and the steward retall- 
ated by knocking Chappel down the 
steps. The fall broke his right leg. 

The Magee case has embroiled the 
City Hospital authorities with the Cor- 
oner’s office and the Police Department, 
and raised an issue of veracity between 
Chief Young and Dr. Walter H. Hew- 
ett, resident physician at the institu- 
tion. 

“There should have been an inquest 
in Magee’s case,” declared Deputy Coro- 
ner Henry Fath to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Monday. “It has been the rule 
that all cases like his should be reported 
to the Coroner. I understand that there 
was no history of his case, that he was 
unconscious dur'ng the few hours he was 
in the observation ward, and that 
some degree of mystery surrounds his 
death, 

“The coroner was not notified, and 
knew nothing of Magee until informed 
by his brother, Thomas Magee. I un- 
derstand there were papers of identifi- 
cation in the dead man’s pockets which 
the hospital attendants overlooked be- 
fore sending his body to the State Anat- 
omical Board for dissection. The coro- 
ner would have found these papers, 
learned from them the whereabouts of 
his relatives and enabled them to re 
claim the body.” 

Dr. Hewett asserted Monday to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that Chief Young was 
notified of Magee’s death. Young 
promptly declared that no such notifi- 
cation had reached either his office or 
the Magnolia Avenue Police Station, 
where the case originated 

Chartes E. Bauer, the dentist-supertn- 
tendent of the hospital, says that he 
Goes not decide whether a case is one 
for the Coroner, and that he does not 
know who does decide. 

“I have been so busy that I have not 
had time to master these details,” he 
said. “I am not sufficiently informed 
to know whether Magee’s cape was one 
for the Coroner or not.” 


Magee Too Wea kto Walk. 
“There was no doubt as to the cause 


of Magee’s death,” said Dr. Hewett. 
“He died from tuberculosis and alcohol- 
ism. He was too weak and emaciated to 
walk when he was brought in, But he 
got noisy and we had to put him im the

ALTONIAN SLAYS 
WOMAN AND THEN 
ILLS HIMSELF 


Ira Holmes and Bessie Crus- 


well Quar rel After He 


Stayed Away All Night. 


Ira Holmes, 87 years old, shot 
and killed Bessie Cruswell, 23, and 
then killed himself Monday morn- 
ing in the bedroom of the house oc- 
cupied by them in Yeager’s Park, 
at the eastern edge of Alton. 

The police were unable to learn 
the cause of a quarrel which pre- 
ceded the shooting, though it is 
thought the woman, through jeal- 
ousy, upbraided Holmes for having 
remained away from the house all 
night. 

Three shots penetrated the woman’s 
breast and one passed through her 
head. Holmes fired one shot into his 
own head. Both were dead when the 
room was entered by others a few min- 
utes after the shooting. 

In the kitchen, which adjoined the 
bedroom, were William Allred and his 
wife Maggie, Arthur Kremer, son of 
an Alton saloon keeper, and Maggie 
Seago. 

Others Heard Quarrel. 

Kremer told the police that Holmes 
had been away from the house all night, 
and did not reach it until about 10:30 a. 
m. Monday. He went into the bedroom, 
where the Cruswell woman was lying 
down, leaving the door between the two 
rooms open. ! 

Kremer said none of the party in the 
kitchen heard anything which would 
throw light on the cause of the shoot- 
ing, though he heard the man and 
woman talking angrily. He heard the 
woman ask Holmes to go to the store 
and make some purchase, and Holmes 
refused to go. 

She then asked him to get a drink 
of water for her. He obtained the wa- 
ter in the kitchen and took it into the 
bedroom. A moment later the crowd in 
the kitchen heard four shots fired in 
quick succession in the bedroom. 

As they sprang to their feet, Holmes 
appeared at the door,: pointing the re- 
volver at them and ordering them to 
stay out of the room. He then slammed 
the door shut and all four in the kitch- 
en ran outdoors. 

As they left the house they heard a 
fifth shot. After a few minutes, hear- 
ing no further noise, they entered the 
room and found Holmes and the woman 
Gead. She was lying on the bed and his 
body was on the floor near the door. 

On orders of Coroner Streeper, the 
four witnesses were held to testify at 
the inquest Monday evening.

It comes across the footlights as rath- 
er a mawkish and 'prentice-like attempt 
at the “heroizing’’ of one Sergeant 
James, a cavalry “non-com.,”’ plainly 
intended to be the central figure of its 
story. The creaking of the wheels to 
this end is distinctly heard, so to speak, 
and one finally be¢omes so weary of the 
manufacturing of opportunities for the 
exploitation of Sergeant James’ unsel- 
fishness and other good qualities as al- 
most to resent the continued insistence 
upon his superiority to his fellow men. 

In addition to this shaping of the plot 
for the unfailing glorification of its 
hero, Mr. Walter also falls into the error 
of causing well-nigh the entire muster- 
rqll of Troop K, 16th United States Cav- 

ealry, from: Captain Wood down through 
the enlisted line, to unite in a tireless 
chorus celebrating Sergeant James’ 
many virtues. It is plainly felt that 
nothing can happen to which the tran- 
scendental trooper will not be more than 
equal in his modest goodness, urnassum- 
ing pluck and shrinking spirit of abne- 
gation. Effective drama is not made 
in this way, familiar though the method 
be in the manufacture of ‘‘goody-goody”’ 
books for childish reading. It is espe- 
cially amazing that a playwright of Eu- 
gene Walter’s demonstrated virility and 
rugged truthfulness of stroke should be 
guilty of adopting so puerile a device 
in character-presentation on the stage. 

The play is in reality merely a series 
of episodes illustrating the supernatural- 
ly perfect character of Sergeant James, 
and, when its last curtain falls on the 
Sergeant triumphant, even the sincerest 
admirer of goodness in man is giad to 
be rid of him. There is one potentlally 
great dramatic moment in the story— 
that where Mrs, Ferris shoots and kills 
her own husband, who has come with 
his criminal confederates to burglarize 
his own house—but the full effective- 
ness of this situation is destroyed by 
the weakness of what has gone before 
and what comes after it. The play's 
last act, which might almost be termed 
“the deification of Sergeant James,” is 
astoundingly undramatic, artificial, 
mock-heroic and amateurish. It is for-

SLAYS DAUGHTER 
AND STEP-tATHER 


"Robert Higginbotham, Him- 
self Badly Wounded, Says 
He Wants His Child. 


‘NEIGHBOR SAVES WIFE 


| Engages in Pistol Duel With 
Slayer, Attempting to Fight 
Way to Woman. 


_At the’ point of death in St. Mary’s 
Hospital, Hast St. Louis, Robert Hig- 
_ ginbotham could only gasp Monday, in 
‘reply’ to a Post-Dispatch reporter's 
question as to his reason for killing his 
13-year-old daughter and Michael Mo- 
_ ger, her step-father, that he wanted his 
ohild. 

“They trained her against me,” he 
anid, speaking with difficulty. ‘‘They 
taught her not to speak to me I 
wanted her.”’ 

In @ room near that where Higgin- 
botham lay° was Henry C. Fellauer, 
. whose gallant defense of his home Sun- 
day probably saved the life of Mrs. 
Mathilda Moser, wife of Michael and 
former wife of Higginbotham. She had 
taken refuge there during the reign of 
_terrer caused by Higginbotham’s fu- 
@llade of bullets in slaying Moser and 
Evelyn, the daughter. Fellauer’s condi- 
tion was so serious that he was not 
‘permitted to falk. A bullet from Hig- 
/ ginbotham’s revolver pierced his right 
lung. 

Higginbotham was wounded in the 
abdomen and chest by Fellauer. a neigh- 
ber, fi whose home Mrs. Moser had 
taken refuge during the fusilade of bul 
lets which ended the lives of her hus- 
band and daughter. Fellauer’s brave 
defense of his household probably saved 
her from Higginbotham’s bullets. He 
was wounded, but is expected to live. 

After a half-delirious night, Mrs. 
Moser was abie, under the influence 
of nerve sedatives, to tell a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter of her life with Higgin- 
potham, who, she declared, frequently 
threatened her life an,d finally drove 
her with a revolver from their home. 

Wife Kmuew He Yas Near. 

Higginbotham appeared in Hast St. 
Louis Saturday and loafed about E. L. 
| Adams’ grocery at Eighteenth street 
and Exchange avenue, apparently in 
wait for his daugtiter, but he did not see 
her during the day. He talked of his 
divorced wife and said she had ob- 
tained a decree illegally from him four 
years before. ; 

At 6 a. m. Sunday Higginbotham was 
again on the scene and he waited pa- 
tiently for Hvelyn. But Mrs. Moser had 
heard of his being there the day before 
and she did not permit Evelyn to leave 
her side until the afternoon, when she 
consented for the girl to go to a drug 
store, opposite the grocery, to buy 
candy. She warned Evelyn to return 


promptly. 
* Higginbotham sallied forth from the 
grocery when he saw the child enter 
the drug store, accompanied by 10-year. 
old Pearl Moser, her step-sister, and he 
reached the door just as they emerged. 

"Come on with me,” he said to Eve- 
lyn. 

“T won't,” she said. “Mamma said to 
_@eme right home.” 

Higginbotham grasped her arm and 
dragged her across the street to a place 
where he could catch a car bound down- 
town. The girl cried in fright and Moser 
heard her.

Moser had never seen Higginbotham, 


. but knew he was in the neighberhood 
-@pd knew of Mrs. Moser’s fear that he 
would cause trouble, Ha, therefore, ran 
to Higginbotham with a demand to 
know what he was going to do with 
Evelyn. 
_ “None ef your business,” said Higgin- 
botham with an oath, and flourished 
his revolver with his free hand. 

Moser turned and started toward his 
home a: a rapid walk. As he did so, 
Higginbotham fired. The first bullet 
@truck Moser in the back of the head. 
The second went wild. 

In the qxcitement of firing, Higgtn- 
botham had released Evelyn, and she 
started running homeward, passing 
Moser. Higginbotham fired again, 
The bullet entered the back of the giri’s 
head, and emerged through the fore- 
head.

Higginbotham was half way up the 
stair when he received thé second 
bullet and he tumbled to the landing 
below, where he lay half unconsci us, 
still grasping his long-barreled e- 
volver. After he lost consciousness 
it was taken from his hand. 

Fellaur’s courageous defense of his 
home may have saved Mrs. Moser's 
life. She was hiding in a front room, 
with Mrs, Fellaur, during the duel.

Others piivately made the 
same assertiun: One woman member 
urged her companion to arise and de- 
nounce Mayhall, and declared in audible 
tones that the militant clergyman had 
sinned and was a liar. 

The Rev. Mr. Mayhall, in his statement 
before the congregaticn, was thought 
by some to be referring to the fact that 
by striking. the only blow passed he 
came off the better ir: the encecunter 
with Coley. He compared himself to 
Grant and Coley to Lee, at Appomat- 
tox. 

“There stood the victor and the van- 
quished,” said Mayhall. “Lee nanded 
his saber to Grant, and.the Federal 
commander, instead of breaking it, 
nandces it back and said: ‘Let us have 
peace.’ I am here today to offer the 
palm of peace.” 

Several of the congregation thought 
that Mayhall’s apology squinted both 
ways. 

“IT could judge only by Coley’s acts, 
which I saw,” said Mayhall, ‘“‘but he 
says he acted without evil intent. 
Whether the offense was real or énpagi- 
nary, I forgave him and clasped his 
hand, but I‘have warned him not to 
repeat the offense. I ask forgivenness 
for any sin committed against him or 
the congregation.’”’

CHICAGO, July 4—Mrs. Tiny John- 
son, mother of Jack Johnson, the pu- 
gilist, was the center of attraction 
among the colored folk of Chicago yes- 
terday. 

Several hundred persons called at the 
Johnson residence at 8344 Wabash ave- 
nue to ascertain the correct ‘‘dope’’ on 
hig condition and his chances of de- 
fending his title. These persons were 
assured by Jack’s mother, and sister, 
that an early victory was expected, as 
they had received two telegrams during 
the day from Jack, m which he stated 
he was in perfect condition and expect- 
ed to win. 

In a recent letter to his mother, the 
negro stated he would leave Reno to- 
night, arriving in Chicago on Thursday, 
and leaving for New York Friday to 
open a wWeek’s engagement at a roof 
garden. 

Dozens of colored church members 
called Mrs. Johnson py “elephone and 
assured her that they were praying for 
her son’s victory at Reno today. 

Pastors of most colored churches con- 
demned the prize fight. The Rev. A. C. 
Carey, pastor of the Institutional 
Church, safd: 

“I look upon the fight as a manisfes- 
tation of the brutal on the part of 
both men. The fight {s_ interesting’ 
merely. from a_ sociological point of 
view, inasmuch as it is charged by 
many that the negro race is degenerat- 
ing physically.

$10 HOGS ARE HISTORY, NOT 
TO BE REPEATED AGAIN 


Lower Meat Prices Depend U>- 
on Quantity of Crops in 


West, He Declares 


CHICAGO, July 4.—J.° Ogden Ar- 
mour, the packer, who returned yes- 
terday from a two months’ trip, does 
not believe that this country will 
see $10 hogs again. 

Speaking of meat prices, he said: 
“If the West reaps a bountiful crop 


of corn, wheat and oats this year, 
we may hope for lower prices. The 
same crop problem will have a big 
effect on the prices of meats. If 
the crop of grain is short the supply 
of cattle and hogs will be short. 

“I have been away for eght 
weeks and know nothing concerning 
crop conditions or as to the present 
cattle and hog supply except from 
the general view I have gained from 
the newspapers. I do not believe 
the country will ever see $10.hogs 
again. Such is possible, however. 
Hogs normally should range around 
$9. If the suply is good it is pos- 
sible that they should be priced under 
that figure.” 

“Meat export business from the 
United States to England and Europe 
is dead,” continued Armour. “South 
America is furnishing the meat that 
Purope consumes. The United States 
cannet compete to advantage with 
the country south of the equator. 
Cattle conditions there are as they 
were In the West 25 years ago. Cattle 
can be raised cheaper, and as ship 
transportation costs but little if_any 
more than from the United Btates, 
they can bo marketed at a much 
cheaper price. 

“as a cnttie producer, South Amer- 
ica is rapidiy distancing the United 
States. 7 ae broad plains of the for- 
mer country are undeveloped, and es- 
pecially in Argentine the facilities 
are much better. The class of cattle 
is not as good, but the meat is 
food and that is what Europe wants.” 


Coley Asks Forgiveness. 

“If I offended anyone I did not know 
it,” said he. “I ask forgiveness for get- 
ting angry.’’ 

The Rev. Mr. Mayhall vowed that if 
the congregation branded him by can- 
celing his membership he would quit the 
Christian faith and worship only the 
divinities of truth and honor. 

After singing the hymn, “We surrender 
All,” a majority of the congregation 
voted to forgive the devout warriors and 
retain them in membership. 

Since the altercatlon occurred in the 
church about a month ago several fu- 
tile harmony meetings have been held. 
Mayhall and his wife went to Coley's 
home and made a private apology, but 
a few days later Mayhall balked at re- 
peating the apology in public, before the 
congregation. 

Finally, Coley brought charges against 
Mayhall, which were referred to the 
Board of Elders. After prayerful in- 
vestigation the elders found that both 
men had sinned against Mathew 18, 
16-17, which ordains: 

“If Thy brother shall sin against 
Thee, go show him his fault be- 
tween Thee and him alone. If he 
shall hear Thee, Thou hast gained 
Thy brother. But if he shall hear 
Thee not, take with Thee one or two 
more, that in the mouth of two or 
three witnesses every word may be 
established. And if he shall neg- 
lect to hear them, tell it to the 
church; and if he shall neglect to 
hear the church also, let him be to 
Thee as a heathen and a publican. 
Sunday School class No. 7, of which 

Coley is preceptor, also filed charges 
against Mavhall, alleging that he had 
uttered reflections not only against 
Coley, but every member of the class. 

Mayhall made an apology in writing, 
and holding his right arm, aloft, swore 
that he would rather cut ft off than 
offend any member of the class. “I 
would defend their honor with my 
heart’s blood,”” he said.

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CONVICTS IN PENITENTIARY. 
ENJOY THE FOURTH BECAUSE 
THEY HAVE EXTRA LIBERTIES 


Games of Various Sorts in the 
Prison Yards With Unusu- 
ally Good Dinner. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 4— 
Twenty-three hundred convicts were giv- 
en the liberty of the prison yards and 
corridors of the cell buildings today. 
In the life of a convict, the Fourth of 
July means much. It is a holiday for 
him, and one out of every two that he 
enjoys during the year, the other being 
Christmas. 

The Fourth of July is considered by 
the convicts the preferable one of the 
two, because he can take advantage of 
the yards better thar at Christmas. 

It is the policy of the prison officials 
to give the convicts on these holidays 
the greatest amoun* of liberty possible 
in a well-regulated penitentiary. Today 
games of all sorts were enjoyed by the 
convicts, save gambling, which !s not 
permitted. There was music, baseball, 
dancing, boxing matches and a score 
of other forms of amusement. 

The women convicts enjoyed the lib- 
erty of the female department. They 
had music and were permitted to enjoy 
themselves as best they could. At noon 
an extra dinner was served, in which 
3500 pounds of boiled ham, lemonade 
that consumed ten boxes of lemons, 1250 
pounds of ginger snaps and forty-five 
bushels of potatoes figured as items. 
tables were loaded down 
with fresh vegetables from the prison 
farm.

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ABOLISH SMOKY TERMINALS. 

Mr. George Westinghouse, in a pamphlet on 
“The Electrification of Railways,” just issued, 
makes it plain that there is no longer any ©X- 
cuse for the use of the smoky eteam locomotive 
in the terminal yards of citjes. He urges that 
the time is ripe for the railroads to choose an 
electric system of universal application to replace 
the dirty and comparatively inefficient steam 
system. f 

“The steam locomotive,” says Mr. Westing- 
house, “has reached its limitations and has been 
found unsuitable and inadequate in tunnels or 
in terminal service.” Speaking as an expert, he 
asserts that the problem of changing from steam 
to electricity is not an electrica] one, but-.a finan- 
cial one. It naturally resolves itself into the 
problem of electrifying certain small areas, such 
as termina] zones, first. “The natural course of 
development will be the extension of these limit- 
ed zones, until after a time they meet.” 

The practicability and economy of the new 
system is shown by the success achieved in hand- 
ling the train service of the New York, New Ha- 
ven & Hartford Railroad, at the Grand Central 
Station terminals in New York. Practically all 
thé railroad service between New York and Bos- 
ton, a8 well as the New England States,‘ is han- 
died here electrically: There are 41 locomotives, 
and the difficult problem of using the direct cur- 
rent on one part of the system and the alter- 
nating current on the remainder was successfully 
solved. Each locomotive is capable of hauling 
a 200-ton train from New York to New Haven, 
making al] stations, at schedule speed. “Many 
of these electric engines have already operated 
over 100,000 miles without turning or even sand- 
papering the commutators, and the brushes show 
an average life of 40,000 to 45,000 miles.” 

The delays are less, the cost of maintenance 
per mile is less,.and the general efficiency is 
greater under the new system than with steam. 

Not including subways and elevated lines, 
there are at present 1269 miles of regular steam 
railway equipped with electric locomotives, all 
of which are giving satisfaction. St. Louis ought 
not to be among the last to benefit by this twen- 
tieth century change.

Judge Holt, a United States District Judge, 
speaking before the Wisconsin State Bar Asso- 
ciation, said there were 100,000 unhanged mur- 
derers in the United States.”

We 
take it as a matter of course that our railroads 
and street cars shall slay their thousands annual- 
ly, that our policemen shall shoot without provo- 
cation, that automobiles shall endanger life and 
a small fine shall be the penalty, that our rich 
men shall get rich by unfair means, that our 
lawmakers shall buy their way into office and 
profit from their official operations, that our 
representatives shall be the agents of predatory 
trusts instead of the people. 

Lynch law is the single manifestation of a 
general characteristic. It is akin to the suspected 
or demonstrated unfitness which the people 
indorse at the polls. Unhanged murderers, male- 
factors of great wealth, political rascals, bribe- 
givers and bribe-takers and all the rest are neces- 
sarily jumbled together to make our cosmopolitan 





‘population. And they will continue to be so long 


as.we tolerate wrongdoing instead of punishing 
it. 
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If as Dr. Andrew D. White says, Roosevelt 
saved the country from socialism, and, as others 
believe, he created the socialism he saved the 
country from, he can go on saving the country 
by continuing to create socialism and so- finally 
come to share with the Payne-Aldrich tariff the 
distinction of being the “best ever.”

The 
tafgets at which bluejackets shoot are at a 
known level distance. The dodging aeroplane 
changes both its distance and direction every mo- 
ment. Until vertical-aiming ordnance ig perfected 
wes may remember Hiram Maxim’s remark that a 
thousand rifle bullets may pass through an aero- 
plane’s wings without disabling it. 

The New York Times urges .hat “No aeroplane 
can be poised in air” to take careful aim and 
“no formidable bomb can be made to detonate by 
contact.” As to the former objection, the aero- 
plane will, of course, continue the waste of am- 
munition which is the rule of war. As to the 
latter, bigger planes will carry more powerful 
bombs, Mr. Curtiss has only made a beginning. 
Blaborate experiments may develop aeroplane 
offense more rapidly than aeroplane defense, since 
it involves conditions so strange in a field so new. 

A million bullets, according to Mr. Maxim, may 
strike a thousand aeroplanes and bring down only 
so many as have pilot or motor disabled. The
